Its
provisions will not be made public by
the committee untll aftef the meeting
of the men at the latter part of this
week, It does not give the advance
wanted on all branches of work, but
does on some, and no Increase less than
10 per coemrt Is offered, while more than
10 per eent will be paid on  several
Jobs,
The steel mill employs about 456 men,
and the advance will affect both ton-
nage and day men. Recently, the
company Increased the wages of the
Iaborers at the plate and puddling mills,
the advance being from $1 25 to §1 35 n
day, and It was not spilcited by the
men. - With the Increase at the steel
works, which will go into effect about
Murch 25, the Wheellng Steel and Iron
Compuny will have ralsed the wages of
nearly all its employes at the Benwood
plant, and just n week ago It gave an
inerease to Its employes at the Top mill.

Unsolicited Increases were In evi-
dence at the Riverside and the Bellalre

EDWARD L. ROSE DEAD.

Former Well Known Wheeling Busi-
ness Man Dies at New York.

On Saturday morning, at the Grand
hotel, New York, occurred the death of
Edward L. Roze, of Binghampton, N.Y,,
formerly of this eity, Mr. Rose was
born in Montrose, Pa., about fifty years
ago, and thirty years later he came to
Wheeling, golng Into business sclling
typewriters and bleyeles.  He specu-
lated in oll In the “*old ghallow tield” in
Wond county, and was very successful
in this venture. He was prominent in
AMasonle circles here, belng o member of
Cyrene commandry, Knights Templar,
and Osiris temple, Shriners.

In 1833 he moved to Binghamptan, en-
gaging In the manufacture of wagons,
and other business ventures, which in-
cluded a general ageney for bicyeles,
typewriters and sporting goods and &
cigar rolling machine company. He
wos a trustee of the Chennngo Valley
bank, of Binghampton, and the Fulton-
Phoenix Natural Gas Company, of Ful-
ton, N. Y., besides belng a vestryman
In Trinlty Memorial P, E. church, of the
former city. He was considered one of
the wenlthiest and most influential of
Blnghampton's citizens and singularly
esteemed. 4

Hia wife and three daughters survive
him .His daughters are Marion, Allce
and Edward. JMost of his relatives live
In New York state.
